ployed 11 hoodlum associates 
of Wortman on the construc- , 
tion of the Centreville Town- | 
ship Hospital and on some. 
housing projects here, Farris 
sent copies of the newspaper 
articles to the regional office 
of the Public Housing Admin- 
istration at Fort Worth, Tex. 
That office has jurisdiction 
over public housing operations 
in Missouri and seven other 
states.

Farris also forwarded ac- 
counts of Gorman’s refusal to 
answer 56 questions of a fed- | 
eral grand jury in East St. | 
Louis about his business re- | 
lations with Wortman and of | 
his subsequent capitulation to) 
a federal judge’s order to an- 
swer 19 of the questions. 
“Since Gorman kad held sub- 
contracts on our projects be- 
fore. we just wanted to advise |

eral contract. If Gorman want- 
ed to reduce his profits on the | 
subcontract by padding his pay- | 
roll, that was his Dusiness or, | 
at the most, a matter for him | 
and McCarthy Brothers.”

TO PRIVATE POWER 
ON UTILITY’S OWN SURVEY:

BOONVILLE, Mo., March 26 
—Missouri Power & Light Co. 
is supplying electricity to the 
State Training School for Boys 
here under a contract awarded 
solely on the basis of a survey 
by the utility company itself, 
the Post-Dispatch learned to- 
day. 

Neither the state nor any in- 
dependent agency studied the 
institution’s power needs before 
the decision was made in 1957 
to substitute the  privately- 
owned utility. as a source of 
power and to shut down the 
school’s own generating plants, 
W. E. Sears, director of the Di- 
vision of Training Schools, 
said in reply to a question. 

The director said a source of 
private power had to be con- 
sidered “because the _ institu- 
tion is so spread out that we 
were having difficulty getting 
a uniform power load tq ail 
points.” 


“In fact,” he added, “because 


of low voltage we were having '

Sears added that efforts were 
made to determine the best 
source of private power, and 
“we determined that Missouri

ing considered as a source of 
power for the institution and 
they said they were not. 

This was confirmed by the 
manager of Co-Mo Electric Co- 
Operative of Tipton, the only 
firm of its kind in the Boon- 
ville area. 

Jack Needy, manager, said 
the co-operative was qneried 
by the state on the matter and 
that the co-operative declined 
because it was not then in 
position to furnish the power. 

Missouri Power & Light Co. 
previously had been serving 
the school on a standby basis. 
Under the new contract, the 
state’s two generating units 
have been placed on a standby

GETS LEGISLATIVE 


OK IN NEW YORK 


ALBANY, N.Y., March 26 
(AP)—New York " State Sena- 
|tors gave final legislative ap- 


proval yesterday to a “spank- 
ing” bill that would allow 
teachers a free hand to con- 
trol unruly children in _ the 


| classroom. The bill now goes to 
'Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller. 


Many school authorities have 
ruled out corporal punishment, 
although the state penal law 
long has declared that teachers 
may use “reasonable force in 
in restrain- 
ing boisterous children. New 
York City has outlawed such 
punishment for 40 years. 

The measure, approved by 
the Senate 35 to 21, states that 
‘no school district or board of 
education shall promulgate or 
continue a rule, regulation, or 


| bylaw, which shall prohibit the 


use of force.” 

Sponsors of the bill des- 
cribed it as a means of re- 
storing “good old-fashioned dis- 
cipline in the schools.” An op- 
ponent termed it an “open- 
season-on-children-bill.”’

DARJEELING, India, March 
26 (AP) — A reliable source 
here on the Indian border re- 
ported today that the Chinese 
Communists have announced 
that the Dalai Lama fled from 
Lhasa in the revolt in the 
Tibetan capital. 

The whereabouts of Tibet's 
23-year-old religious and po- 
litical leader, revered by his 
people as “the living Buddha,” 


were unkown in Kalimpong. | 


There wefe rumors that he w 
heading south toward the In- 
dian protectorate of Sikkim. 
between Darjeeling and Tibet. 
or southeast toward the Indian 
province of Assam. 

Refugee Tibetans were spec- 
ulating that their Buddhist 
god-king would remain with re- 
Sistance forces in southern 
Tibet or might cross into In- 
dia. Reports have persisted 
that the revolt which broke 
out in Lhasa last Friday has

Chinese have been reported in 
control once again of Lhasa. 
Says Revolt Spreads. 

(In Taipei, Formosa, Nation- 
alist Chinese Vice President 
Chen Cheng said that rebel 
forces are in control of areas 
surrounding Lhasa and_ that 
Chinese garrison. there 
could be supplied only by air- 
lifts. He said fighting had 

spread throughout Tibet. 

(Chen said further that the 
rebellion in Tibet has been 
joined by other anti-Commu- 
nist forces in border areas of 
three far-west Chinese prov- 
inces—Szechwan, Tsinghai and 
Sikiang. He reported that re- 
bellious Chinese, Moslems and 
Tibetans were moving to re- 
gions south of Lhasa to set up 
bases for sustained operations. 

(He said his reports came 
from contacts the Nationalist 
government has maintained in 
Tibet and the Chinese border 
areas.) 

The Tibetan cabinet was re- 
ported by a reliable source to 
have renounced the 1951 treaty 
which recognized Red China's 
control over the country.

WARMING EARTH 
WITH H-BOMBS IN 
ARCTIC SUGGESTED 


CHICAGO, March 26 (AP)— 
One of the nation’s top weath- 
er researchers suggested yes- 
terday that much of earth's 
temperature could be raised 
and the Arctic ocean opened 
to shipping by exploding H- 


bombs under water in the 
North Polar region. 
Harry Wexler, in charge of 


research for the United States 


Weather Bureau, said the ex- 
plosions would create a vast 
ice fog over the polar region 


to prevent heat from radiating 
away from the earth. 


Such weather tinkering, he 
warned, might start a new ice 
age in northern sections of 
continents bordering on the 
Aretic and reduce rainfall in 
some regions 

Wexler said a gigantic steam 
cloud could be raised by ex- 
ploding 10 H-bombs of  10- 
megaton energy each in the 
Arctic ocean. 

The average temperature of 
the Arctic region would rise 
15 to 20 degrees. If the ice 


fog were created each winter, 
after several years the milder 


winters would lead to disap- 
pearance of the arctic ice 
pack, he said. 


NEW YORKER GETS

AS ‘UNCLE SAM’ 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 26 
—The New State Legislature 
declared formally vesterday 
that “Uncle Sam” Wilson of 
Troy was the inspiration for 


“Uncle Sam” who is symbolic 
of the United States. 

The Senate and House passed 
a resolution that described 
Samuel Wilson, a troy meat 
packer during the early 1800s,-' 
as ‘“‘the inspiration for our na- 
tion’s universally 
symbol of Uncle Sam.”

_torians. Some dispute the theo- 
ry that Wilson was the model | 
for Uncle Sam, but his backers | 


document their case this way: 

Sam Wilson of Troy shipped 
meat to the Army during the 
war of 1812 and stamped his 
product with the initials “U.S.” 

Soldiers found that Wilson’s 
meat was top quality and said 
the “U. S.” brand stood for 

“Uncle Sam” as well as for 

“United States.” 

Thus, say supporters of Sam 
Wilson, Uncle Sam's name be- 
came interchangeable with that 
of the nation.

President De Gaulle, in his 
note to Moscow, made his at- 
tendance hinge on whether the 
foreign ministers meeting “per- 
mits the envisagement of genu- 
ine progress” at the top. And 
the French spoke only of a 
summit session “at an appro- 
priate time” instead of men- 


All three of the. Western 
notes reserved the right of all 
participants to bring up what- 


ever subjects they choose. 


That is in. contrast to the 
Russian idea of confining the 
_talks solely to Berlin and a 
German peace treaty. In a 
March 2 note the Kremlin pro- 
posed that the foreign minis- 
ters meeting, at least, be held 
exclusively to those subjects. 

United States officials said 
that in spite of the differences 
in. wording they considered the 
| Western notes to say substan- 
tially the same thing to the 
Russians. 

The Western powers pro- 
posed that the foreign minis- 
ters’ meeting start in Geneva 
May 11 “to consider questions 
relating to Germany, including 
a peace treaty with Germany 
and the question of Berlin.” 

From there on, they went 
|into their divergent approaches 
| to the summit session. 
Parley Hopes Good. 

Despite the variations of 
emphasis the new Western 
proposals appeared to bring 
closer the prospect of a con- 
ference of President Eisen- 
hower, British Prime Minister 
Macmillan, and President De 
Gaulle with Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev.

Minister Macmillan sent a pér- 
sonal message to Chancellor 
Adenauer yesterday seeking to 
bridge a new and apparently 
serious breach between Brifain 
and West Germany.

advocating any measures dam- 


aging to West German security 
in pfoposing examination of 
the possibility of limiting arms 
and troops in céntral Europe. 

Sir Christopher Steel, the 
British Ambassador, who de- 
livered the oral message, spent 
only 15 minutes with Adenauer. 
There was no substantial evi- 
dence that he had succeeded in 
allaving the Chanceéllor’s opens 
ly acknowledged fears and sts¢ 
picions about British inten« 
tions. 

Aroused by ‘Freeze.’ 

The Chancellor’s distrust— 
and this was the word being 
uséd by Adenauer’s associates 
—had been aroused by reports 
of a British attempt to get 
President Eisenhower’s support 
of a military “freeze” that 
would prevent the nuclear 
armament of the West German 
army. 

Steel stressed to Adenauer 
that Macmillan’s position in 
his talks with Mr. Eisenhower 
was ho different from the posi- 
tion Macmillan explained at 
length to Adenauer two weeks 
ago in Bonn.

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POLICE BOARD'S 

FUND SUIT HAS 

INVALID BASIS, 
UITY CONTENDS 


St. Louis Says Statutes 
Which Would Give 
Board Power to Tax 
Violate Missouri 
Constitution. 


| 


Constitutionality of state 
Statutes purporting to give the 
Police Board the right to de- 
termine its own appropriations 
from city funds was challenged 
today by the city. The city’s 
arguments were in an answer | 
to a suit by the Police Board 
which is pending in the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court. 

If the Police Board’s inter- 
pretation of the statutes is cor- 
rect, the laws are void because 
they would give the board the 
power to tax the citizens of St. 
Louis and this is a power re- 
served by the Constitution to 
the state’s General Assembly, 
the answer said. 

The Police Board seeks a 
writ of mandamus to compel 
the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment and the Board of 
Aldermen to appropriate the 
full $14,232,352 the Police | 
Board had certified as the 
amount it needed for the fiscal 
year ending next Tuesday. 

Because of the financial 
crisis facing it last summer, 
the city had reduced the sum | 
by $640,000 on the ground that 
all other city departmenis nad 
been forced to reduce their 
budget requests and the Police 
Department should be no ex- 
ception. 

City’s Contention. 

The city’s answer pointed out 
that the approved sum was suf- 
ficient to cover sdlaries of the 
police commissioners, all com- 
missioned personnel and turn- 
keys authorized by state stat- 
ute. However, the answer 
pointed out that another §$2.,- 
099,352 had been demanded by 
the police commissioners to pay 
salaries of civilian personnel 


including matrons, prison’ 
guards and_ school crossing 
guards. 


Asserting the civilian per- 
sonnel were performing duties 
customarily performed by 
members of the police force, 
the answer said the effect of 
their employment was to in- 
crease the members of the po- 
lice force beyond the maximum 


permitted by law and was 
therefore illegal. 

It was further noted that 
if the functions of crossing 


guards are regarded as “local 
services rather than a police 
duty, then the city still could 
not be forced to pay their sal- 
aries because the General As- 
sembly cannot impose taxes on 
municipalities for municipal or 
o@ier corporate purposes. 

Not Constituted By State. 

It is asserted in the answer 
that the City of St. Louis is not 
a creation of state statutes but 
is a constitutionally chartered 
city. Therefore, the answer con- 
tinued, if the state statutes be 
construed as giving the Police 
Board the right to demand all 
sums that the board “in its 
uncontrolled and untrammeled 
discretion shall deem to be nec- 
essary” then the laws violate 
the state Constitution. 

The laws do so by placing it 
within the power of the board 
to “prevent the full exercise by 
the city of its constitutional 
power to perform functions that 
are indispensable to its cor- 
porate existence as a constitu- 
tionally chartered city.’ 

The answer was drafted by 
City Counselor Charles J. Do- 
lan, Associate City Counselor 
Eugene P. Freeman and former 
City Counselor Samuel H. 
Liberman.

Four cobs and four pens in 
the St. Louis Zoo’: black swan 
colony are nesting on islands 
in the North Lake. In the four 
nests are clutches of greenish 
white eggs, but, a zoo spokes- 
man said today, none wil! be 
hatched by Easter. 

The cobs, male swans, 
most of their time guarding 
the nests while the pens, as 
female swans are called, take 
care of the egg-sitting. In due 
time there should be a bumper 
crop of baby swans, or cygnets. 

When the cygnets hatch, the 
zoo spokesman said, they will 
be taken up and raised in 
brooders. If left on the lake, 
the sooty-grey young ones 
often fall prey to other birds 
birds and marauding animals. 

The black swans, which come 
from Australia and Tasmania, 
nest a little earlier than the 
z0o's white swans. It takes 
about 40 days for swan eggs to

The city’s program for pre 
vention of diseases is being 
seriously endangered by in- 
ability to fill the position of 
deputy health commissioner in 
charge of preventive medicine, 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
said last night. 

A charter provision which 
limits municipal salaries to 


$10,000 annually has prevented 
the city from finding a quali- 
fied doctor willing to accept 
the position, he explained. 

In an before the 
Twenty-third Ward Democratic 
Organization at Doerflinger 
Hall, 5431 Chippewa street, the 
Mayor urged support of a pro- 
posed amendment to remove 
the $10,000 salary ceiling from 
the charter. The amendment 
will be before the voters at 
the municipal election April 7.

Mayor Tucker stated that 
adoption of the amendment 
would affect the salaries of 
only a few top administrative, 
professional and technical posi- 
tions, most of which are under 
civil service. It would not af- 
fect salaries of elective offi- 
cialis during their current terms 
of office. 

“During. the 
years,’ the Mayor 
city has steadily lost top pro- 
fessional personne] to private 
business and other cities be- 
cause we cannot match the 
salaries offered by them.” 

He said that the field of pre- 
ventive medicine offered the 
city its greatest opportunity to 
reduce steadily rising costs of 
operating city hospitals. 

He stressed that the city had 
been able to keep qualified 
personnel in the less-highly- 
trained classifications but had 
been unable to retain the need- 
ed top leadership. “Putting it 
bluntly,’ he said, “we have 
sufficient Indians, but not 

enough chiefs, in this phase of 
city service.”

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OIL PROMOTER 
GETS 12 YEARS, 
FINED $44,000 


David W. Taylor, Norman 
(Okla.) lawyer and oil promot- 
er, was sentenced to serve 12 


years in prison and fined $44,- 
000 in United States District 
Court today on charges of de- 
frauding 23 Rhode Island in- 
vestors of about $135,000. 

The Oklahoma _ promoter, 
who lived briefly in Ferguson 
in 1955, was described by 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore as “one of 
the most convincing frauds I 
have ever seen.” 

Wayne H. Bigler Jr., assist- 
ant United States attorney, 
told the court that a Govern- 
ment investigation has _ dis- 
closed that Taylor obtained 
more than $1,500,000 for him- 
self in oil promotions involving 
more than 100 investors. He 
is wanted in California for 
alleged violation of the state’s 
corporate securities act, Bigler 
Said. 

Although the indictment was 
returned at Providence, Taylor 
elected to plead guilty here 
two weeks ago under a federal 
law permitting a guilty plea to 
be entered in a court of the 
defendant’s. choice. 

Judge Reads Letters. 

In describing Taylor 
“convincing fraud,” Judge 
Moore read from several of 
many letters received by him 
attesting to the defendant’s 
“excellent character.” Then he 
read a report on Taylor made 
by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

The report stated that Tay- 
lor was ordained as a Metho- 
dist minister early in World 
War II but gave up the minis- 

‘try at the end of the war. He 
Jater made use of his former 
church status in promoting oil 
well drilling schemes, the re- 
port said. 

Following the war he en- 
tered the University of Okla- 
homa law school and obtained 
a law degree in 1947. He was 
president of his ° graduation 
class. His practice included a 
short period as: an assistant 
prosecuting attorney. In 1955, 
the report said, he was sus- 
pended for one year by the 
Oklahoma Bar Association for 
misappropriation of funds of 
two clients. 

Sold Part Interests. 

Taylor arranged for the drill- 
ing of more than 100 oil and 
gas wells between 1951 and 
1956, the SEC said. He sold a 
five-eighths working interest 
in them and kept the balance 
for himself 

The Government charged 
that Talor organized companies 
from which he bought supplies 
and services, charging his. in- 
vestors more than actual cost. 
He made a profit of $38,295 
from tendering exorbitant bills 
for the Rhode Island opera- 
tions, the SEC said.

Almost simultaneously at 
the point where this line of 
force returns to the earth’s 
atmosphere in the northern 
hemisphere — the so-called 
conjugate point — near the 
Azores islands, a bright auror- 
al glow appeared in the sky 
and was observed from air- 
craft previously stationed 
there in anticipation of the 
event, and the complex series 
of recordings began. 

For the first time in his- 
tory measured’ geophysical 
phenomena on a world-wide 
scale were being related to 
a quantitatively known cause 
—namely, the injection into 
the earth's magnetic field of 
a known quantity of electrons 
of known energies at a known 
position and at a known 
time. 

The diverse radiation instru- 
ments in Explorer IV recorded 
and+reported to ground sta- 
tions the absolute’ intensity 
and position of this shell of 
high energy electrons on its 
passes through the shell short- 
ly after the bursts. The satel- 
lite continued to lace back and 
forth through the man-made 
Shell of trapped radiation hour 
after hour and day after day, 

Accurate Observations. 

The physical shape and posi- 
tion of the shell were accur- 
ately plotted out and the decay 
of intensity was observed, 
Moreover, the angular distri- 
bution of the radiation was 
measured at each point. The 
Shape and form of a selected 
magnetic shell of the earth's 
magnetic field was being 
plotted out for the first time 
by experimental means. 

In their helical excursions 
within this shell the trapped 
electrons were traveling vast 
distances and were following 
the magnetic field pattern 
out to altitudes of over 4000 
miles. The rate of decay of 
electron density as a func- 
tion of altitude provided 
new information on the den- 
sity of the remote upper 
atmosphere, since atmos- 
pheric scattering was the 
dominant mechanism for loss 
of particles. 

Moreover, continuing’ ob- 
servation of the thickness of 
the shell served to answer the 

vital question as to the rate 
of diffusion of trapped par- 
ticles transverse to the shell. 
All of these matters were of 
essential importance in a thor- 
ough understanding of the dy- 
namics of the natural radia- 
tion and were now the subject 
of direct study by means of 
the “labeled” electrons re- 
leased from Argus I, 

Throughout the testing 
period the planned series of 
firings of high altitude sound- 
ing rockets was carried out 
with full success and with 
valuable results ig the lower 
fringes of the trapping region. 

Explorer IV continued to 
observe the artificially in- 
jected electrons from. the 
Argus tests, making some 250 
transits of the shell, until 
exhaustion of Its batteries in 
latter September, though by 
that time the intensity had 
become barely observable 
above the background of nat- 
ural radiation at the altitudes 
covered by the orbit of this 
satellite. 

It appears likely, however, 
that the deep space probe 
Pioneer III detected a small 
residuum of the Argus effect 
at very high altitudes on 
Dec, 6, 1958. But the effect 
appears to have become un- 
observable before the flight 
of Pioneer IV on March 3, 
1959. 

The site of the Argus tests 
was such as to place the arti- 
ficially injected radiation shell 
in a region where the intensity 
of the natural radiation had a 
relative minimum. If the bursts | 
had been produced at either. 
higher or lowtr latitudes, the

Pettiness in Parkway 

In November 1957 I was in- 
vited to a neighborhood social 
gathering. I was a newcomer in 
this group and the only one pres- 
ent not actively engaged in affairs 
of the Parkway School District. 

At an early hour I found it 
necessary to’ excuse myself and 
return to my home. That day I 
discovered myself to be spineless 
and incapable of speaking out in 
behalf of all the wonderful pre- 
cepts which are the foundation of 
this country. Angered beyond 
belief by the conversation I had 
been subjected to, and ashamed 
of my ability to say anything con- 
structive in behalf of the man 
who was to become the victim of 
petty politics and discrimination, 
I tried unsuccessfully to put the 
whole incident out of my mind. 

After all, I told myself, this 
surely did not concern me. I did 
not know Dr. Robert Snyder, the 
school superintendent, and I had 
never met him. I have no chil- 
dren in any of the Parkway 
schools, and I do not participate 
in any of their affairs. 

But I am an American and this 
is my community, so I feel that 
I can no longer turn my back on 
anything as un-American as “The 
Case (?) Against Dr. Snyder.” 
Since Dr. Snyder, and indeed the 
other citizens of this community, 
have not been told the reason 
why he has been replaced as the 
superintendent of Parkway 
schools, I wish to state that reason 
as I learned it that November day 
in 1957 across a coffee cup. 

It was stated that he would not 
have his contract renewed. It was 
stated that he was not wanted 
here when he was first appointed 
and that he was an “outsider.” It 
was also stated that the man who 
was wanted by this group, or com- 
mittee, had not been appointed. 
It was stated that he was being 
paid too much. 

And it was stated by the one 
person who did all of the stating, 
that there was a personal dislike. 
This man had reprimanded one 
of her children. It was also stated 
that pressure would be used to 
see that Dr. Snyder would not 
have his contract renewed. 

The citizens of Parkway are be- 
ing duped into dispensing with 
Dr. Snyder by a small group of 
people who call themselves the 
committee of the Parent-Teachers’

Bus Rider 
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For Children—or Spoils? 


Shall the St. Louis public school system be 
operated for the benefit of the children? Or 
shall it be regarded primarily as a source of 
political patronage and be run with that end 
in mind? 

This is the issue in the April 7 School Board 
election, as indeed it has been the issue in the 
last four school elections. The ward politi- 
cians, especially those of the city’s dominant 
Democratic party, are out to eliminate from 
the 12-member school board the slightest 
trace of a public conscience. They want to 
pack the board completely with those who put 
patronage first and the children second. 

Ten candidates are in the race for the four 
seats that will be at stake. By far the best 
qualified of the lot is Daniel L. Schlafly who, 
alorg with Jouis H. Antoine, a retiring mem- 
ber, has constituted the voice of opposition 
to the spoilsmen. Had it not been for Mr. 
Schlafly and Mr. Antoine, St. Louisans would 
have been wholly unaware of the shenanigans 
of such board members as Dr. James J. McCaf- 
fery, who narrowly escaped ouster for using 
school mechanics to redecorate and remodel 
a residence of his son. 

~ + . 

Mr. Schlafly, Mr. Antoine and a third board 
member, Oscar A. Ehrhardt, instituted the 
lawsuit that resulted in the ouster of George 
H. Fletcher as Building Commissioner. Mr. 
Fletcher was removed from office in part 
because of his submission to pressures from 
Dr. McCaffery and in part because he hired 
and fired in the 1200-employe Building De- 
partment patronage empire to please his 
patrons on the board, including Charles J. 
Dyer, a veteran school politician. 

Mr. Schlafly, who is indorsed by several 
school organizations and who is ignored by 
most of the ward professionals, has pledged 
to continue working to reduce unnecessary 
spending in the non-instructional departments 
and to employ the savings on improving edu- 
cational opportunities for the children. St. 
Louisans who approve this laudable aim will 
put his name at the top of their lists. 

Three other candidates with relatively ap- 
pealing outlooks on the school problem also 
are in the race and, in our judgment, deserve 
to be elected. They are the Rev. John J. 
Hicks, pastor of Union Memorial Methodist 
Church; Dr. Robert Rainey, a Washington 
University surgeon, and Paul W. Preisler, a 
biochemist, lawyer and union leader. 

The Rev. Mr. Hicks favors eliminating the 
spoils system in the Building Department and 
financing a pay rise for teachers by eliminat- 
ing waste in other areas of the budget. Dr. 
Rainey, who says he has become “progres- 
sively disgusted and angered with certain seg- 
ments of the current board,” is running on a 
similar platform; naturally, this does not ap- 
peal to the ward organizations. 

Mr. Preisler is backed by some of the labor 
politicians who have been so instrumental in 
putting third-rate hacks on the board in re- 
cent elections. But Mr. Preisler over the years 
has proved to be a man of independent mind; 
nobody has been his master. In our view he 
would make a good addition to the board 
despite some of his support.

With two exceptions, the rest of the candi- 
dates represent a largely typical School Board 
field—that is, they are men and women with 
only a passing acquaintance with school prob- 
lems or they are out-and-out agents of those 
with axes to grind. The exceptions are Dr. 
McCaffery, a dentist, and Mr. Dyer, a small 
business man, who have proved themselves 
in years on the board to be devoted to patron- 
age and politics, not the welfare of the chil- 
dren. They deserve to be retired permanently. 

Board members, who serve six-year terms 
without pay, must run as nonpartisans, the 
theory being that the nonpartisan election will 
tend to keep politics out of the classroom. In 
practice in St. Louis nothing could be farther 
from the truth. The ward groups are as active 
in the school election as they are in any other 
because it pays in patronage and power. 

St. Louisans who want the schools run for 
the benefit of their children can best imple- 
ment that attitude by voting for the Messrs. 
Schlafly, Hicks, Rainey and Preisler. 


Tears for Sad Sam 

It will be occasion enough to hail the com- 
ing of Ray Jablonski and Bill White to the 
Cardinal camp when they go into action. For 
now we are going to concern ourselves with 
the departure of Sad Sam Jones. He was, 
and we do not mind saying it out loud, one 
of our special favorites. It was not so much 
the artistry with which he flung over those 
right-handed fast pitches and curves. It was 
what he did with them on their way across 
that charmed area through which the would- 
be hitter swung his bat. For it was just last 
fall that Sam broke Dizzy Dean’s 1933 Red- 
bird record of 199 strike-outs in one season. 
Then he went on to run his 1958 season total 
to 225 batters struck out in 250 innings. He 
did not overtake Christy Mathewson or Bob 
Feller, but his performance was far and away 
the most fanning any Cardinal pitcher had 
done in 25 years and that is a right smart 
spell in anybody’s record book. We hate to 
see him go and we wish him many more third 
strikes — except when the Giants play the 
Cards. 


You’re Welcome! 

. . . To the unknown American taxpayers 
to whose tax contributions the Austrian 
economy owes. . . its reconstruction. 

Those words are from the dedication of an 
unusual book just presented by the Austrian 
ambassador to President Eisenhower. The 
book is Austria’s way of saying “thank you” 
for the Marshall Plan contributions to its eco- 
vomic and psychological rebuilding after 
World War Il. It tells what was accomplished 
with this help between 1948 and 1958. 

Most interesting, however, are the fore- 
words by members of the government in Vi- 
enna. Chancellor Raab, for example, said: “To 
him, America’s man in the street, Austria 
owes its thanks.” And Foreign Minister Leo- 
pold Figl, the energetic little concentration 
camp survivor who was Austria’s first post- 
war chancellor, acknowledged that nothing ac- 
complished in this decade would have been 
possible without American help. Then he 
added that “Austria’s gratitude has mani- 
fested itself in . : . the attitude towards hun- 
dreds of thousands of refugees. It is proud 
of the fact that the aid which was granted to 
it was so well used that Austria itself could 
become a help to others.” 

Those who recall the unselfish reception of 
the refugees of the Hungarian revolution— 
and who does not?—are convinced that every 
dollar of Marshall Plan money Austria re- 
ceived was an investment in liberty. How- 


ever much those dollars helped, even greater 
credit is due to the spirit of the Austrian peo- 
ple. They are indeed welcome to the help 
for which they say “Thanks.” 


Three Grateful Utilities 


Just what is Gov. Blair’s burning interest 
in turning over the power business at state 
institutions to private utilities? Disclosure 
that the Governor has taken a personal hand 
in a fifth such instance, at State Hospital 
No. 3 in Nevada, makes the question increas- 
ingly pertinent. 

In the normal conduct of the state’s busi- 
ness, it would be expectable that matters such 
as these would properly be handled at a much 
lower level of administration than the Gov- 
ernor’s office. The Director of Public Health 
and Welfare or the State Purchasing Agent 
should be able to cope with so purely admin- 
istrative a task. In the past power contracts 
for state institutions have often been handled, 
we understand, at an even lower level, by 
business agents of the institutions themselves. 

Why, then, this sudden rash of personal 
attention by the chief executivé of the state 
to what would ordinarily be routine admin- 
istrative functions for his subordinates? If 
Gov. Blair expects to take part personally in 
negotiations for every contract the state lets, 
he can hardly expect to have time for duties 
which only the Governor can perform. 

In the course of taking a personal hand in 
negotiations for several if not all of five con- 
tracts about which some of the details have 
been made public, Gov. Blair has performed 
services which he denies are favors, but which 
have certainly been most helpful, to three 
privately-owned power companies. 

The company which has benefited most 
from these activities is his former law client, 
Missouri Power & Light Co. It has been called 
in for contracts with State Hospital No. 1 at 
Fulton and the proposed medium security 
prison at Moberly. 

It is also the company which seems most 
likely to profit from the Governor’s efforts 
to switch the University of Missouri, at Co- 
lumbia, from generation of its own electricity 
to purchase from an outside supplier. Mis- 
souri Utilities Co. was called in on the con- 
tract for the proposed new women’s prison 
at Tipton, and the utility involved at Nevada 
is Missouri Public Service Co. 

The secretiveness with which some of these 
negotiations have been carried on, Gov. 
Blair’s haste in cancelling the Fulton contract 
as soon as it came under fire, the charge of 
a Fulton councilman that the Governor tried 
to get a legislative investigation called off, 
and Mr. Blair’s own gratuitous comment that 
he is not in the employ of Missouri Power & 
Light, all tend to place the Governor in an 
ambiguous posture. 

We should think that James T. Blair would 
want to have his part in all these regards 
clearly illuminated. This he could easily do 
by volunteering a full and frank account to 
the legislative investigating committee headed 
by Representative Costello of Kansas City. 

In any event, it is the clear duty of the in- 
vestigating committee to obtain an accounting.

The Two-Bill Approach 


The Senate Labor Committee is shaping la- 
bor legislation now and has already decided 
on a “two-bill” approach. The committee, and 
Congress generally, will be tested by whether 
this effort leads to two bills or only one. 

Following the lead of Senator Kennedy of 
Massachusetts, the committee voted 13 to 3 
against putting secondary boycott provisions 
into the Kennedy bill. Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell had proposed outlawing some forms 
of secondary boycotts and blackmail picketing. 
Apparently some Republican committee mem- 
bers deserted the Administration on this point. 

The Senator and Secretary of Labor do not 
have a very serious argument about the main 
purposes of the Kennedy bill. It would re- 
quire union financial reporting, outlaw brib- 
ery and extortion, require secret union elec- 
tions in many instances and otherwise institute 
more democratic procedures. Such a measure 
ought to win general approval. 

But secondary boycotts which injure groups 
not party to a labor dispute, and blackmail 
picketing which may coerce either an employ- 
er or his employes to sign up with an un- 
wanted union, are injurious to collective bar- 
gaining. They are a proven instrument of 
labor racketeers. They should be barred. 

Secretary Mitchell says it makes little dif- 
ference whether these reforms are put in one 
bill or two, as long as they are passed. Sena- 
tor Kennedy says the Administration propo- 
sals should be left to a later bill, and his com- 
mittee agrees. So the issue is joined. Will 
the two-bill approach be used as an excuse to 
discard the second bill? To that question the 
public should give the closest attention.

They went on, however, to laud 
the Internal Security subcommittee 
of the Senate Committee on the Ju- 
diciary and the House Un-American 
Activities Committee for their “rec- 
ords and accomplishments and great 
service to the nation” and to recom- 
mend a number of changes in federal 
legislation. 

In calling for changes in federal 
legislation the House of Delegates 
has left a very strong impression that 
the reason it is considered to: be 
needful is the bad jab the Supreme 
Court is thought to have done in in- 
terpreting the Constitution and fed-

* eral statutes, the latter in particular. 


To suggest statutory change is one 
thing, to imply that it is needed due 
to bad work by the highest court is 
another. 

I simply do not believe that ahy 
weakening effect on internal security 
has been shown or that the associa- 
tion’s attack on the court can be ef- 
fectively sustained on a lawyer-like 
basis. 

The decisions that the court has 
made in cases involving security 
problems have been supported by 
legal reasoning and methods of in- 
terpretation which are familiar to 


members of the legal profession and 
generally respected. 

It is, for example, a well-under- 
stood and well-accepted doctrine in 
constitutional interpretation that a 
constitutional question is to be 
avoided in the interpretation of a 
statute if this can be done without 
violence to the measure examined in 
its totality. 

Yet when the court followed this 
doctrine in the Yates case and there- 
by made it necessary to pass upon a 
serious question as to the constitu- 
tionality of the Smith Act, the critics

Considered as recommendations 
for legislative change the Bar Asso- 
ciation proposals are vulnerable. _ [I 
invite particular attention to the pro- 
posal that Congress specifically pro- 
vide that the state statutes forbid- 
ding sedition against the United 
States be enforcible concurrently 
with the Smith Act. 

The Smith Act was interpreted in 
the Nelson case to supersede a Penn- 
sylvania State sedition law so far as 
sedition against the United States 
was concerned, 

The Pennsylvania Supreme Court 
had held that, as to sedition against 
the United States, the Smith. Act 
superseded the state law. The Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
agreed with this. 

Is not national security a national 
responsibility? How would it aid to 
leave each state free to have its own 
law and enforcement machinery on 
this subject? 

I can see in such a system ample 
grist for the mill of politically am- 
bitious local prosecutors, with the 
attendant hazards to fair play and 
civil liberty, but I do not delude 
myself with the notion that the cause 
of national security would be served.

St. Louis civil defense plans 
for evacuation of the city’s 
population make the “best 
sense” now, but may not when 
Soviet intercontinental ballistic 
missiles become operational, | 
Prof. Paul G. Steinbicker of 
St.. Louis University said last 
night. 

Steinbicker spoke on an 
Educational Television Station 
KETC program dealing with 
survival under nuclear attack. 

At present, Steinbicker said, 
a Soviet attack on St. Louis 
would have to be made by 
manned bombers, since their 
intercontinental missiles are 
not believed to be operational. 

Delivery of a nuclear war- 
head by this method decrees 
an evaluation plan, since the 
city would have about two 
hours advance warning time, 
and the prospects for accurate 
delivery of the bomb on the 
city would be good, he said. 

However, delivery of a nu- 
clear warhead by ballistic mis- 


sile could make shelter, rather 
than evacuation, the preferred 
means of survival, he declared. | 

Attack by ballistic missile | 
would cut the warning time) 
from two hours to only about 
half an hour, hardly enough to— 
evacuate the city, he said. 

Also, he said, since missile) 
delivery would be less accurate | 
than bomber delivery — with | 
only a 50 per cent chanee that) 
a missile aimed at St. Louis | 
would strike within 50 miles of | 
the city — radioactive fallout) 
could constitute a greater 
hazard to the population than 
direct blast. 

In this respect, persons would 
be safer in their own base- 
ments than on the highways, he 
said. 

Steinbicker added that, be- 
cause of the inaccuracy, there 
would be always the “calculated | 
risk” in evacuation of heading | 
into the bomb blast instead of | 
away from it. 

Discussing proposals for a 
shelted building program, 
Steinbicker said that it would 
be “fantastically expensive in 
both time and money” to con- 
struct shelters to house the 
entire population of the area.

The teen-age boys, sent to 
the schgol for minor offenses 
or because they had no place 
else to go, were trapped be- 
hind “escape-proof” screens 
when fire swept their wooden 
dormitory. 4 

Faubus said one of the em- 
ployes at the school told him 
he had locked the dormitory 
and had gone home to bed, 
leaving no adult in the build- 
ing. 

“That's the way they ‘had 
been doing each night,” the 
Governor said. He said there 
was supposed to be an adult 
on duty in the building at all 
times. 

Investigators could find no 
indication of what caused the | 
fire.

MARKETING for a holiday 
dinner is always a pleasure 
rather than a chore. For one 
thing, most women feel justi- 
fied in stretching the budget 
to include some of the fancy

at other times. For another 
thing, there are such tempting 
displays from which to make a 
choice. 

Take baked goods, for ex- 
ample. Do linger for a close 
look at the colorful Easter pas- 
tries on display at neighbor- 
hood bake shops this week. 
They are truly a joy to be- 
hold, This is the time of the 
year that challenges the baker 
to demonstrate his craftsman- 
ship. 

There are the _ traditional 
lamb cakes, egg-shaped cakes, 


and Easter hat cakes; Peter. 


Rabbit in various sizes and 
shapes; a mother chicken and 
her brood of chicks—all frothy 
with colorful icings and deco- 
rations. 

Springtime stollens, muffins 
and tarts are iced in such pas- 
tel shades as lemon, raspberry 
and strawberry. Even breads 
lose their prosaic’ look when 
they are baked in interesting 
shapes—some with a colored 
Easter egg in the center of the 
loaf. 

Of course candy stores and 
counters are equally gay this 
week—and surely you will be 
shopping for candy eggs for 
the youngsters. 

A reminder: when you are 
filling those Easter baskets, 
don’t forget to slip in a few 
packages of the children’s fa- 
vorite chewing gunm. Inexpen- 
sive and practical, this treat 
wont spoil their appetites for 
dinner.

IT IS fortunate indeed that, 
almost without exception, the 
traditional Easter foods are in 
the “‘good buys” category this 
week. Of course this means 
that you can afford some of 
those little specialties which 
make a meal memorable wiith- 
out suffering post-holiday bud- 
get blues. 

You can treat your family to 
fresh flowers for the center- 
piece, delicacies for the appe- 
tizer tray, a bottle of good wine 
or an after-dinner cordial and 
still not dread the day of reck- 
oning. 

Because of the lower pork 
market this year hams of all 
kinds and descriptions will be 
offered at prices substantially 
lower than they were last 
Easter. 

Lamb, as you know, is a far 
better value than it has been 
for many a year and the quality 
is excellent this season. 

Turkeys are most attractively 
priced, especially the hen tur- 
keys. Each year, local meat 
men tell us, there is more in- 
terest in turkey as an. Easter 
meat. However, St. Louis -has 
been slower to follow this trend 
than have many of the eastern 
cities. 

Chickens are a budget-boost- 
er; the small family might pre- 
fer to buy chicken-by-the-piece 
and serve chicken breasts for 
the Easter piece de resistance. 

Eggs are an outstanding buy, 
with exceedingly plentiful sup- 
plies. Almost every homemak- 
er can afford to use them lav- 
ishly in her Easter baking, as 
well as to color for Easter egg 
hunts.

THIS GENERAL feeling of 
abundance also applies to the 
fruit departments. Those de- 
licious California navel oranges 
are arriving in greater volumc; 
the St. Louis market also is 
well supplied with Texas Valen- 
cia oranges. 

Grapefruit from Florida and 
Texas is just too good to pass 
by; it is very low in price, 
equally high in quality. 

With citrus fruits such ex- 
cellent buys, a fresh fruit cup 
might be the first course of the 
Easter meal. There are Anjou 
pears to add to it, along with 
bananas and fresh pineapples 
—all moderate in cost. Sup- 
plies of strawberries are be- 
coming more regular. They are 
very attractive in appearance, 
and prices have come down 
slightly. A few would go a 
long way toward perking up 
the appearance of that fruit 
cup. 

There are ample supplies of 
avocados, not too highly 
priced, and such varieties of 
apples as ‘Delicious, Golden 
Delicious, Winesaps and Romes. 
Rhubarb, both field grown 
and hothouse, has many menu 
possibilities. 

If you want to be really 
fancy (and don’t mind the cost) 
you might serve a melon ball 
appetizer including honeydew, 
cantaloupe and watermelon 
balls. But this is strictly a 
plush touch.

New York won an unprece- 
dented second straight inter- 
city Golden Gloves team title 
over Chicago last night, but 
the individual spotlight was 
turned on the Windy City’s 
Cassius Clay.

Madigan, at 29, is a rough, 
mauling type of fighter who 
hails from Sydney, Australia. 
He is the Aussie amateur champ 
as well as the British Empire’s 
and had lost only five of 99 
bouts before running into Clay. 

Madigan, who now lives in 
kye, N.Y. and is a sales repre- 
sentative for a tobacco firm in 
his country, pressed the fight 
all the way, but Clay’s pointed 
combinations kept rocking him. 

Three on Television. 

The Chicago Stadium crowd 
of 7261 gave the battle a fine 
ovation. It was one of three 
televised nationally. 

Don Eddington, of St. Louis, 
fighting on the Chicago team, 
was awarded a booed decision 
over Lloyd Weeks of Brooklyn 
in the battle for the feather- 
weight title. The bout wasn’t 
televised because the other 
three scheduled 
each went the limit. 

New York took the other 
two TV bouts in piling up a 
10-6 triumph over Chicago’s 
team. It marked the first time 
since the inter-city series start- 
ed in 1928 that New York has 
won two straight years. New| 
York won last year 12-4. Chi- 
cago, however, leads the rival- | 
ry 15-9 with eight draws.

Deplores ‘Mass 


Audience’ Concept 


NEW YORK, March 26. 
TELEVISION, atcording to Robert Sarnoff, chairman 
of the board of NBC, is a mass medium and must serve the 
masses. That might be said to be the party line that 
emerged from the National Association of Broadcasters— 
sc that you and I constitute 
a mass. 

That means we're not 
people. But hath not a 
mass eyes? Hath not a 
mass ears? Doth not a 
mass bleed—just like or- 
dinary playgoers or movie- 
goers or maybe even those 
arcane circles that read 
books? Whenever tele- 
vision wants to excuse it- 
self for something or de- 
fend something, it gets 
to tossing around that 
phrase mass audience as 
if a mass audience didn’t 
consist of individuals — 
many of them discon- 


tented. 
ZZ “Currently,” said Mr. 
JOHN CROSBY Sarnoff, “the issue is 


wrapped in a package of slogans: Television is mediocre, 
television is unworthy, television is time-wasting. These 
slogans originate in certain arcane regions (that’s where 
I got the word used above) and are spread through differ- 
ent channels to an increasingly broad audience. Like most 
slogans they depend on constant repetition to produce un- 
thinking acceptance.” 


Well, I don’t know about that. As one of the 
arcane (Webster’s says it means hidden, secret) 
circles that spread those slogans to what I can 
only devoutly hope is an increasingly broad au- 
dience, I don’t think I’m getting unthinking accept- 
ance. I think they’re thinking. I applaud the 
industry for deciding to fight back on the public 
relations front but I would like to point out for 
the umpteenth time that there are reasons—and 
very good ones—for the tide of criticism that has 
engulfed it this past year. 


If there is any “unthinking acceptance” going around, 
it is that “mass audience” slogan. “We understand that 
it is minority distaste for programs chosen by the majority 
that has triggered the slogans for mediocrity,” Mr. Sarnoff 
said. Now, I don’t believe that either. For instance, Lu- 
cille Ball, in her heyday, had some mighty sophisticated 
fans among the most chi-chi circles in New York. Jackie 
Gleason had tremendous fans among the literate and the 
avant garde. The great popular entertainers generally 
please the minorities even more than they do the majori- 
ties who usually follow the minorities. But, heavens to 
Betsy, the masses didn’t create Lucille Ball. Or Milton 
‘Berle. Or Playhouse 90. Or Jack Benny. All of them 
tremendously popular. They created themselves and were 
‘good enough to command minority and majority attention. 


But that sort of success is very little in evi- 
dence any more, The new shows, far from being 
chosen by the majority, are being chosen on Madi- 
son Avenue for the edification of the greatest 
number for the least cost. .They are chosen by 
“cost per thousand.” .They are chosen by adver- 
tisers, by sponsors, by everyone but the people. 
That’s why we got 25 Westerns and 20-odd varie- 
ties of bingo. 


Some very good programs have been terribly popular. 
The purpose of leadership is to lead—not in producing 
public relations campaigns but in producing better pro- 
grams that the industry can be proud of and that people 
really like. In batting around the country, on a lecture 
tour, I have found that the things we like or detest in New 
York are equally liked or detested in St. Louis, And I find 
about the same proportion of people split up the middle 
on the same program. But I have yet to run down that 
“mass audience” who sit there lapping up “Th. Price Is 
Right” and screeching for more of same. I think people ac- 
cept “The Price Is Right” with varying degrees of in- 
difference. By the same token, they accept or reject 
“Hamlet” with varying degrees of vehemence. 


But there’s no mass audience who doesn’t realize 
“Price Is Right” is unimportant programming and “Ham- 
let” is important programming. I have heard bitter com- 
plaints about the quality of television in all ranks and in 
many different spots of the U.S.A. Sure, they still look 


at it but not necessarily indorse it or, as Mr. Sarnoff says, 
choose it.

The Bridge Deck / 


THERE WAS a slam both 
ways of the table when today’s 
freak hand was played by four 
Yale University students in a 
recent rubber bridge game. Jon 
Clark and George Piroumoff, 
North-South, bid and made 
seven clubs, doubled. Their op- 
ponents, Graeme MacLetchie 
and Bruce Grimm, could have 
made a small slam at spades. 

“After reviewing the hand,” 
writes Mr, Grimm, West, “my 
partner and I regretted that we 
had not bid seven spades, as 
we would have gone down only 
one trick, doubled, for a loss 
of 100 points. As it turned out, 
North-South profited from our 
mistake by amassing 1500 
points for the grand slam, plus 
a 700 rubber.” — 

In the bidding East chose a 
one-diamond opening bid, South 
put in a pre-emptive jump 
overcall of three clubs and 
West said three’ spades. Now 
North, although he knew his 
partner had long clubs and 
very little on the side, saw a 
slam with his freak holding, 
and he bid four no-trump, 
Blackwood, asking for aces. 
East came in with a raise to 
five spades. 

In situations like this, where 
an opponent tries to interfere 
with the response to the Black- 
wood Convention, the respond- 
er, South, is not required to 
show his aces, but he may do 
so if his hand justifies it.

With West playing the hand 
at spades, the defense takes 
only the ace of hearts. Declar- 
er avoids a diamond loser be- 
cause after he draws trumps 
and plays a high diamond, 
North shows out and a proven 
finesse is taken against South’s 
queen,

CLEVELAND, March 26. 


REPRESENTATIVE FRAN- 
CES P. BOLTON, a gay grand- 
mother who will ignore her 
seventy-fourth birthday this 
Sunday, has never been ac- 
cused of running for office be- 
cause she needs the money. 

The multi-millionaire politi- 
cian spends far more than her 
$22,500 congressional salary to 
maintain two Cleveland offices 
where constituents of her Ohio 
district may obtain service 
from a large staff of secre- 
taries, 

Recently she spent $20,000 
of her own money to make a 
grass-roots tour of Africa to 
get a first-hand look at some 
of the problems that come be- 
fore her as a ranking Repub- 
lican member of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. 

Ten years ago, she rode the 
Moscow subways and spent a 
night in the harem of King 
Ibn Saud of Saudi Arabia in 
quest of similar enlightenment. 

Every year, she hands back 
$10,000 to the American tax- 
payers by refusing to accept 
a $10,000 pension due her as 
the widow of a former Con- 
gressman. 

Frances Bolton is a fabulous 
personality whose deeds and 
dollars have brightened the 
lives of countless persons. Her 
good deeds are made possible 
by her wealth and a sincere 
concern for the welfare of hu- 
man beings — although she 
brushes off her financial re- 
sources with the _ disdainful 
comment that “I’m just a poor 
millionaire ... not a rich one 
like some of the people you 
hear so much about.” 

She is the richest woman 
in Congress. As a matter of 
fact, she could probably 
write about as big a non- 
bouncing check as any of her 
male colleagues in either the 
House or Senate. And there 
are some very wealthy men 
making s peeches at the 
Capitol. 

Actually the lady from Ohio 
doesn’t know how many mil- 
lion dollars she commands. 
That’s because she won't give 
her business manager, Theo- 
dore Owen, who has the figure, 
an opportunity to report it to 
her. When she comes home to 
Cleveland’ from Washington, 
she’s too busy visiting voters 
and her grandchildren to sit 
down for a serious talk about 
her finances. 

Much of her wealth stems 
from a romance which turned 
out differently than a popular 
novelist would have written it. 

Her uncle, Oliver H. Payne, 
was the colonel commanding 
the 124th Ohio Infantry Regi- 
ment which fought on Mission- 
ary Ridge in the Civil War and 
then marched through Georgia 
with Gen. William T. Sherman. 

Payne fell in love with a 
Southern belle. Her ardently 
Confederate family refused to 
permit a marriage to a Yankee 
colonel who had helped burn 
Atlanta. Payne cherished his 
sweetheart’s memory, and re- 
mained a bachelor the rest 
of his life. On his death, he 
left his estate to his nieces 
and nephews —including Mrs. 
Bolton. 

Where did Payne get his 
fortune? Why, he was the un- 
obtrusive partner of billionaire 
John D. Rockefeller Sr. It was 
Payne who jocularly suggested 
the name for the Hope Natural 
Gas Co., remarking, “We hope 
it will make some money for 
us”’ It did—and Standard Oil 
made more. 

Mrs. Bolton’s maternal 
grandfather, Henry B. Payne, 
was a railroad president who 
served as a state senator and 
missed election to the United 
States Senate by a single: vote. 
Her father, Charles W. Bing- 
ham, was an austere banker 
who believed that everyone 
who could afford it should 
make unostentatious contribu- 
tions to worthy causes. 

When Frances was a girl, 
her father insisted that she 
keep a precise account of how 
she spent her allowance. He 
seemed angry when he exam- 
ined her records. 

“You've spent it all on your- 
self,” he complained. “You've 
given nothing to anyone else. 
You'll be happier if you do.” 

Later; Bingham was both 
chagrined and delighted to dis- 
cover that his debutante daugh- 
ter was secretly doing volun- 
teer social work in the slums 
of Cleveland. This gave her 
a vivid insight into human mis- 
ery, as well as the low pay, 
long hours, devotion to human- 
ity and lack of training of the 
visiting nurses. 

Soon after she received 
her inheritance, Frances Bol- 
ton donated $1,500,000 to 
Western Reserve University 
to establish a school of nurs- 
ing. During World War I, she 
talked Newton D. Baker, 
then Secretary of War, into 
establishing the Army Nugse 
Corps. 

Despite her opposition to big 
Government spending, Mrs. 
Bolton frequently broke away 
from the Republican party 

leadership to support maximum 
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appropriations for slum clear- 
ance and public housing. “I’ve 
seen how some of our fellow 
humans live,”’ she said. 

The marriage of Frances 
Bingham and Chester C. Bolton 
was a union of two wealthy 
families. His father was a 
partner in the M.A. Hanna Co. 
The young couple set up their 
dream home at “Franchester 
Farm,” merging their first 
names to create the title, in 
the suburb of Lyndhurst. 

In her travels about the 
world, Mrs. Bolton has always 
found her own motherhood a 
natural conversational bridge 
with the women of other lands. 
She spent several years nurs- 
ing one of her three sons, 
Charles, back to health when 
he broke his neck and was par- 
alyzed as the result of a sum- 
mer camp accident. 

Her other sons, Oliver and 
Kenyon, served overseas in 
World War II. Oliver, elected 
to the House of Representa- 
tives from an adjoining dis- 
trict, joined his mother as the 
only mother and son team that 
ever served together in Con- 
gress. But a heart attack forced 
him to retire from the politi- 
cal arena. Kenyon Bolton is 
in the banking and investment 
business. Mrs. Bolton's only 
daughter died at birth. 

Ironically Mrs. Bolton’s first 
political speech was prompted 
by resentment against a woman 
in politics. Florence Allen, then 
a justice of the Ohio Supreme 
court, was running for Con- 
gress against Chester Bolton. 

Mrs. Bolton, introduced at a 
political rally, blurted an ap- 
peal for women to support her 
husband, rather than his femi- 
nine opponent. 

“I think my husband 
darn good congressman,” 
said. 

The Boltons were instrumen- 
tal in 1936 in bringing the 
Republican National. Conven- 
tion to Cleveland. This con- 
vention nominated Alfred M. 
Landon for President. Mrs. 
Bolton became vice chairman 
of the Republican National 
Program Committee. 

When her husband died in 
1939, Frances Bolton ran for 
his seat in a special election. 
She soundly defeated Anthony 
Fleger, who had once beaten 
her husband. She has been re- 
elected regularly ever since. 

A practitioner of yoga for 
four decades, Mrs. Bolton 
amused her feminine col- 
leagues in Congress by sug- 
gesting that they stand on 
their heads to relax and keep 
youthful, She wasn’t joking. 
“I do it all the time,” she 
said—and stood on her head 
to prove it. 

She drew a chuckle from 
Dwight Eisenhower when he 
was Armvy chief of staff. “Your 
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PRES TIVE BOLTON 
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talents are being wasted,” Mrs. 
Bolton told him. “You ought to 
be our ambassador to Moscow.” 


When Mr. Eisenhower be- 
came President, he offered to 
appoint Mrs. Bolton to a high 


State Bepartment post. She ac- 
cepted one term as a delegate 
to the United Nations, but pre- 
ferred to retain her congres- 
sional seniority. That consider- 
ation also caused her to turn 
down a Republican plea that 
she become the party’s first 
woman candidate for United 
States Senator from Ohio. 

Perhaps the reception ac- 
corded Mrs. Bolton at Iraq, 
explains why President Eisen- 
hower thought she belonged in 
the State Department. Arabs 
followed her about the streets, 
kissing her footsteps. 

The reason: For years, Mrs. 
Bolton had quietly bankrolled 
a hospital operated by Dr. 
colm Parhad, a brilliant physi- 
cian she met when he was 
a medical student in Wash- 
ington. Dr. Parhad’s surgery 
saved hundreds of lives. He 
told the patients and their 
families: “Your treatment was 
paid for by a secret lady in 
America. There is her picture.” 

When the “secret lady” came 
to Baghdad, the Arabs recog- 
nized her and showered her 
with gratitude.

WE GOT A CARD this morn- 
ing from Constant Reader who 
says he is interested in our 
remarks about Italian cooking 
and would like to ask a few 
questions. The first question, 
which makes us doubt how 
constant he is, asks what is 
the difference between veal 
cacciatore and veal scaloppini. 


The same _ difference, we 
might say, as between a piece 
of apple and an apple pie. As 
we pointed out in one of our 
discourses on the Italian food 


subject, scaloppini means 
merely a piece or hunk of 
veal. It is not a method for 


preparing it. Cacciatore means 
hunter. Alla cacciatora means 
served in the style of the 
hunter. It goes back to the 
days when the hunter, far from 
a source of supplies with which 
to turn out a fancy dish, 
cooked a simple one. Alla 
marina means in the style of 
the fishermen, and for the 
same reason. So, scaloppini alla 
cacciatora means little pieces 
of veal cooked hunter style. 


NEXT QUESTION: What is 
the best way to make mani- 
cotti? We can’t say what is 
the best way, but here is one 
very good way, just like in 
Italy: 

For the dough, known in 
Italy as “little muffs,” beat 
together four eggs, a cup of 
water, a cup of flour and a 
teaspoon of salt. Cover it and 
let it rest a couple of hours. 
Then fry, like small pancakes, 
on a skillet with very little 
grease. Stack them up and set 
them aside. 

For the filling; cut a pound 
of mozzarella cheese into thin 
slices. Cream together a half 
pound of ricotta, two eggs and 
a teaspoon of salt. 

Now, put one slice of moz- 
zarella and two tablespoons of 
the mixture on each cake. Roll 
them up and lay*them side by 
side in a butter-lined roaster. 


Cover them with your favorite | 


tomato sauce, put them in a 
375-degree oven, and let them 
bake, uncovered, for half an 
hour.

Picture of Poverty 


TEL AVIV, Israel, March 26, 


ON MY LAST DAY in Shiraz, Iran, last week I visited | 


the Jewish community. Housing there for the poor is some- 


what below the worst standard we could find almost any- | 


where in the United States. 


The average poor family may consist of a 
mother and father and many children—six or eight 
is not unusual—and they live in one room, with no 
sanitation. There are not even doors or windows 
in the room—holes are cut in the walls to be used 
for coming in and going out and for letting in a 
little light. 


In the one room there is a little charcoal brazier in 
one corner, which is used for cooking and heating. Bed- 
ding, which is rolled up in the daytime, covers the floor 
at night for sleeping. Often a low wooden table, covered 
by a blanket, is placed over the brazier and the occupants 
of the room sleep with their feet toward the brazier. 

This way of sleeping and keeping warm was familiar 
to me because I had seen it in the Khyber Pass in Paki- 
stan. But the hazards are many because of the crowded 
conditions and the little children. And there is an added 
hazard in daytime because nearly always there is a ket- 


tle of boiling water sitting on the brazier, almost inviting | 
| 


little children to knock it over. 


The Jewish comunity in Shiraz and the one in 
Teheran are not entirely Jewish, for Moslems pop- 
ulate some 20 to 30 per cent of the area. There is 

‘one advantage to this, for whatever programs are 
started to improve conditions for the Jewish peo- 
ple naturally benefit the Moslems, and the whole 

... community is improved. 


“= In Shiraz a well-to-do member of the Jewish commu- 


nity gave the land and building for the kindergarten, which 
takes care of 250 of the more than 1000 children. These 
fortunate 250 are given every day either UNICEF or Amer- 
ican surplus milk powder which is made into milk and 
some milkbread. This is the children’s breakfast, which 
they get soon after their arrival at school at about 8:30 
in the morning. 

Twice a year these children also are issued clothes, 
one suit for the winter and one for summer, and shoes of 
some kind are also included. At noon they are served a 
meal, and the director told me that the breakfast and the

He 
had to deal with no fewer than 
10 different Japanese manu- | 
facturers. ooh 

“See this little screw?” said | 
Dinken, taking the set apart. 
“It holds the whole works to- 
wether. This one screw cost | 
me three weeks’ work. 

ESSENTIALLY an idea man, 
Dinken went to a closet in his 
smartly decorated office and 
hauled out another Dinken | 
special. | 

This was a teen-age knitting
